To the Director; 

The year has been an unusually busy and interesting one we believe for 
every member of the Educational staff, tte hope that it has been equally signi¬ 
ficant for all those with who* it has been our pleasure to work. 


EXHIBITIONS 

In no single year that we can recall have there been so many important 
temporary exhibits that were of such outstanding interest to so many people of 
different standards and tastes. The year began with the exhibition of the great 
Guelph Treasure. Probably no previous exhibition of the Cleveland Museum has 
equalled it in stirring the interest of the community as a whole. The members 
of the Educational staff felt that this ms a challenge to prepare themselves in 
the very short time available to be able to interpret adequately this, unusual 
exhibit. .Even the scheduling of the classes was a test of the executive ability 
of the Department. Only the unusual fine spirit of the staff and willingness to 
stand by in times of great stress made it possible to carry through our part of 
the Guelph Treasure exhibit. 

All of the other exhibits that have followed this, The Carnegie Inter¬ 
national, The Exhibition of Mexican Art, Exhibition of Comparative lottery and 
Peruvian T xtilcs, International Exhibit** of Metalwork and C tion Textiles, 
Intern tional Competitive Prints, Exhibition of work by Cleveland Artists and 
Craftsmen, Exhibition of Art through the Ages, Exhibition of Persian Art, and 
finally Exhibition of Sculptures by Curie Mills®, each of these exhibits in turn 
has demanded some special preparation by the serious members of toe teaching 
staff. 


ATTENDANCE 

Clave land Public Schools . The analysis of thy comparative figures 
for tide Deportment for the years lb3t and 1351 shows an unusual increase in 
practically .very group, with the exception of the classes under the Public School 
Staff. This decrease, however, is more than equalised by the increase in the 
number of outside talks given by the staff in various schools of the Public 
School system. This change has cornu about in large measure through the inability 
of many public school children to pay the carfare for Museum visits. Not only 
has this department carried a very full schedule but it has worked out a such 
stronger organisation. Miss Horton now assumes responsibility for the Museum 
relation to tho special curriculum schools, Nilas Kalin for the regular High Schools 
and Junior High Schools, Miss Monfort for the intensive teaching in the Museum 
for all grade school groups. 

Clove 1 aa-1 Heights and Snakcr Hainata . The number of Cleveland Heights 
and Shaker Heights classes would robably show an increase even if we deduct the 
many special visits nad» for tho Guelph Treasure exhibit, ite arc very glad that y 
both of tries® school systems continue to give us the~r financial as veil aa moral 
support, We have done much more than in previous years in the way of visits 
to these schools to study at first hand their noeds and to try to make the Muj.aeum 
visit a retd and vital part of their regular scuoai work. Miss Gibson is now 
workln , very closely with the new Cleveland Heights supervisor, Miss Scranton, iu 



trying to work out a bettor -ay of teaching picture study. The loss of Miss Kast’s 
advice and personal knowledge ox mar^ phases of this work has been a serious one. 
Mias East had spent much time in the last two years studying this field and it has 
meant that we have again had to make many new approaches. 


Suburban, Private, and Parochial Schools. Work with those schools 
shows sorae increase in number and in general attendance. 

Sutor^-w. -ft-rnaon Entertainments t and Sunday Story Hours . These show 
an increase of % which is accounted for to a certain extent by the popularity 
of a few unusual events ns tbs shadow r lay "The Carnival of the Animals* the 
masque "Birthday of the Infanta* , the Christmas Nativity play, and the large 
number of plays on the program of the year. It is fortunate for our work that 
we hove be u developing along the lanes of dramatics which have some relation 
to the museum collections and our books .nd slides, rather than depending upon 
movies which wo could rent. The talkies now have displaced the movies which are 
now worn out and will never be replaced. Our investment in a oarionet-stige, - 
shadev frames and booths, cattains, etc., has been a sound one. 


Sunday afternoon story hours continue to be vary popular. The room 
is usually coowded is doing an excellent work in holding these stories to a high 
standard of excellence, hiss fxyworth has bean able to hold the interests of a 
groups of very small children by telling her own imaginative stories for the 
children to illustrate. 


The registrations for these classes 
have 1 x v-n ; I practically it .• oama for Urn last tinre-o years though the attendance 
is slightly higher this year. Two extra c~aso..3 have been added this fall so that 
we might do ibis to hold our older childi*on. Mr. willi-aa kcVey is teaching the 
advanced modeling group and Mr. Clarence Carter the advanced drawing group. Ke 
also have cooperated with the Cleveland bcaool of Art in forming a new class in 
modeling. / 


Library Clubs . This year, through the depression, we have lost Mr. 
G1 canon 1 s financial support which he has so xmeroully given fox* the past two 
years. Fortunately m have boon able tc continue this work by visiting the 
clubs with the supervisor, 4iss Pennington, finding Isadora, who •-.re very often 
our. own special stuaents now studying at or graduated from the Cleveland School 
of Art. he- .advi.se with these leaders and furnish some materials and for this 
reason we have- fait that we were still Justified in including them under our 
outside activities Surprisingly enough these clubs have caroely fallen below 
the nuta. srs mid attendance figures of last year. 


>; Flower brawinrr Cxuba in Li.,rarias . Thaos clubs wore organized last 
summer with the object of irgisriug children in the poor districted where we had 
successful art ciuuo something interesting to do when they could not afford car¬ 
fare to to the C.L.A. Members of the Garden Club were induced to send 

flowers for •idle children each week to these branch libraries whore there were 
no flower gardens ana few flowers in tue neighborhood. There were blubs

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Adult Work . The increase in the work with adults has been most 
gratifying, 63%. Since this has been done d„, a very small staff it points to 
tiie fact that the quality of the teaching has met a popular need of our membership 
and the public at large. Mr. damns and Mrs. Bates have made separate reports 
which are included here. 

Friday Evening gestures . There has been a large increase, practically 
doubling the number of last year. This 43 explained in a measure by the popu¬ 
larity of the Guelph Treasure and the fact that depression is probably forcing 
man, people of intellectual interests to forego entertainments for which they 
were formerly able to pay. This has probably driven them to Museum lectures and 
exhibitions* We sense in this situation a very favorable opportunity for art 
education, especially since more people have leisure than in many previous years. 

Sunday afternoon Gallery Talks. These wore b-sgun as an experiment 
and have proved so popular that we ahull continue them indefinitely. They have 
added to the year’s statistics for aault work as nave also toe new Wednesday 
evening classes for the unemployed* 

oTAPF CHANGES 

There have bean many staff changes during the year. Dr. Monro came 
to us officially early in September and immediately set about the studying of the 
work of this Department. The first activity organized was a regular weekly 
lecture course in art appreciation for all the members of the Educational staff 
including- toe oaturday morning teachers. Naturally there have boon many new 
people for Dr. Munro to meet. Committees, conferences, special talks, lectures; 
and articles have been iir it ten. One of too vary important steps in knowing the 
schools and institutions has been the regular weekly half aay visit with Mr. 

Alfred Howell who probably -mows the -local art situation better than anyother • 
person. Dr. Munro and Mr, Howell have organized a symposium of toe art teachers \ 
of Greater Cleveland. This meets bi-weekly at too Art Museum before our regular" '' ' 
Friday evening lectures with toe object of uiscussxng the theories and methods 
of art education. It has boon a great satisfaction and inspiration to the 
entire staff to have Dr. munro as our very fine ana able leader.

The late summer brought the tragic death in Europe of Paulina K»«t \\ 
for two years a valuable and suen loved member of our teaching staff* we all 
feel that we have lost a rare personal friend as well as an unusually gifted 
and charming coworkar. 

Mrs. Margaret Fairbanks, formerly of the Boston Museum staff, and now 
a resident of Cleveland came in mid-Spete&oer to take kiss East’s place, working , : 
on a four day a week basis. Mrs. Fairbanks has been giving a very valuable series \ l i 
of talks each week to the members of toe Educational staff in order to help us 1\ 

with better understanding of Oriental art. 


Part time arrangement was also made with Dorothy Tafe/so that she might 
carry on her graduate work with Dr. Munro and asist Miss Gibson in scheduling 
suburban classes and in doing regular teaching. 
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Mrs. Viola Wike came to us in January to replace Miss Mae Verba 
in teaching member’s children classes and has proved one of our strongest 
teachers. Miss Lois Gilbert has been added as a teacher for aeaber’s children’s 
classes and as a substitute £n cases of emergency and of illness of staff 
members, conventions, and special groups. Mr. McVey came in October to a-et 
the new groups in art appreciation for the unemployed and to give assistance 
to Mr. Kubinyi in our over-large modeling classes for member’s children. Mr. 
Clarence Carter came at the same time for the Saturday morning drawing classes 
of older member’s children and to assist Mr. Humus. Miss Helen Bolly has b;ea 
added as an assistant to Mr. Ramus tun* in his Saturday morning struggle with 
more than two hundred children. 

STAFF TRAVEL AMD STUDY 

The Director and Trustees granted leave of absence to Miss Charlotte 
Young in May so that she might attend summer art courses in Paris. Miss Young 
married Mr. Kenneth Bates, instructor at the Cleveland school of Art, who aad 
also planned to study in Paris at the same time, before she sailed. 

Mr. Ramus accompanied by Mrs. Ramus spent the summer studying in 
Spain, Italy, France and Germany, 

Miss Rest was given leave for a few months in Egyv-t and Greece, and 
enjoyed to the fullest the weeks she spent there. 

Mrs. Duna had the pleasure of attending the meetings of the American 
Federation of Art in Brooklyn and the Museum Association meeting in Pittsburgh* 

The latter meeting was also attended by Mrs. ftugglea, miss Gibsun, and Mrs. Bates.

Mias Rogers and Miss Osgood were equally busy with general routine, 
catching up after the heavy year’s work, pre ; ariog a earn catalogue of all pre¬ 
vious and currant lectures for tne use of the department. Miss Tafe made a 
splendid information file and duplicate numbers of the Bulletin and much other 
material which had Veen accumulating during the years. The idea lor this 
teaching file was Miss Kaet’s and we feel that this will be very helpful to all 
new members of the teaching staff in the years to come. 

Mrs. Haggles took the summer art appreciation course of the School 
of Education tinder Mr. Howell. The group met at the u.m.A. Mrs. Haggles was af 
great assistance and members of tho class in providing an interpreting various 
collections of the Museum, in audition to tne usual routine there wore new 
library clubs, a tea for the School of Education and new staff members.
